PEKIN, Ill., Feb. 5. (Ah—An 
ultimatum from the trades and 
labor assembly closing all business 
establishments in this city of 17,- 
000 met with almost 100 per cent 
compliance this afternoon as the 
general strike here entered its 
second day. 

Roving committees of strike 
leaders visited every business 
house in the city and issued orders 
that all doors must be closed or 
their windows would be smashed. 
Business came to a standstill. 

“Close Your Shop” 
Wherever a store, pool hall or 
shop was found open, the commit¬ 
tees called. 

"Sign this petition and close 
your shop,” the proprietors were 
told. "We're not fooling, and if 
you don't do as you’re told your 
windows will be smashed. You 
are to close at 3 o'clock.” 

Meanwhile, at nearby Peoria 
where peace negotiations were un¬ 
derway, federal and state medi¬ 
ators expressed hope for a settle¬ 
ment “within 48 hours.” 

The strikers carried petitions 
calling for the ouster of Chief of 
Police Harry Donahue, whom they 
accuse of leading a tear gas at¬ 
tack on strike pickets Monday at 
the American Distilling Company 
where a labor dispute precipitated 
the general strike. 

I Only a few store keepers defied 
j the committee. 

Even the telegraph offices 
were included in the ordgr to 
shut down. Their managers, 
however, said they would re¬ 
main open unless compelled to 
close. 

More than 100 pickets prevented 
the night shift at the big plant of 
Fleischmann Yeast company from 
entering. 

IS Below Zero 

The streets of the city were al¬ 
most deserted this morning as a 
temperature of 13 below zero and 
a high wind kept most residents 
within their homes. About 50 
pickets guarded the entrance to 
the distillery plant, where 80 men, 
including 25 special deputy sher¬ 
iffs are housed. No attempt to 
operate the plant has been made 
3ince Monday. 

Strike leaders estimated 
nearly 2000 union men were on 
strike. Barber shops, moving 
picture theaters and beauty par¬ 
lors were closed, but many gro¬ 
cery stores and meat markets 
were open, and the supply of 
foodstuffs was ample. 

Taverns were closed as mem¬ 
bers of the bartenders' union had 
joined in the strike. A few res¬ 
taurants operated with reduced 
staffs. 


Declaration of War 
Say Party Leaders 
of Latest Move 


Action Follows That in 
Senate; Five Ballot 
Against Measure 


Post; Appointment 
Due Tuesday

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. UP)— 
"Libera 1” and “conservative” 
wings of the Republican party 
plunged toward a showdown fight 
after Senator William A. Borah 
of Idaho had formally entered the 
presidential struggle. 

Borah's announcement that he 
would campaign for delegates in 
the Ohio presidential primary May 
12 foreshadowed a wide open race 
for the nomination It served as 
a challenge to other Republican 
possibilities and to party leaders 
whom the Idaho senator has 
battled. 

Declaration of War 

There was no doubt among those 
who have watched the Borah 
movement, that t.be senator’s entry 
into Ohio was a declaration of war 
j against the established party or¬ 
ganization. He found that was the 
only way he could hope to get 
what he considered "liberal" dele¬ 
gates. 

Democratic party leaders also 
faced a challenge in an announce¬ 
ment from Gov. Joseph B. Ely, of 
Massachusetts that he would fight 
for an unpledged delegation from 
that state to the Democratic con¬ 
vention. Roosevelt leaders in 
Massachusetts are insisting upon a 
delegation pledged to the Presi¬ 
dent. 

Farley Talks Tonight 

Political observers looked to 
Postmaster General Farley to in¬ 
dicate Democratic campaign stra¬ 
tegy tonight, and perhaps to com¬ 
ment on Alfred E Smith's recent 
anti-New Deal address. Farley 
will speak at Coral Gables, Fla 
The speech will be broadcast at 
10:45 p. m„ Eastern standard 
time (7:45 Santa Ana time). 

Assailing what he called 
"waste” under the Roosevelt ad¬ 
ministration Representative Bacon 
(R., N. Y.), said in a speech last 
night that a "lot, of it is due to 
the energetic application of the 
spoils system, and partisanship of 
the administration of relief 

Borah’s flat announcement cre¬ 
ated a wave of interest in both 
parties. Many Republicans were 
slow to comment, but Representa¬ 
tive Fish (R., N Y.), a Borah 
supporter, hailed the move, saying 
Borah's strength "lies with the 
taxi driver, the elevator operator, 
and the rank and file of substan¬ 
tial America." 


The situation resulting from a 
court order decreeing removal of 
County Recorder Justine Whitney 
from office was rapidly changing 
complexion today. Chief among 
later developments was the an¬ 
nouncement that Mrs. Ruby Mc¬ 
Farland, chief deputy recorder, has 
entered the race with 14 others 
seeking appointment to the posi¬ 
tion, which will become vacant 
March 1. 

Mrs. McFarland filed ner appli¬ 
cation with County Clerk J. B 
Backs late yesterday after a day 
which had been filled with im¬ 
portant developments. The major 
event was the dismissal of the 
grand jury's criminal indictment, 
which Miss Whitney was scheduled 
to answer on Friday. The grand 
jury recommended the dismissal 
which was ordered by Presiding 
Judge G. K. Seove! on a motion 
by Deputy District Attorney Har¬ 
old McCabe. 

Signs Waiver 

Then came the announcement, 
recited in the grand jury's resolu¬ 
tion of dismissal, that Miss Whit¬ 
ney has signed a waiver of her 
right to appeal from last Thurs¬ 
day's jury verdict tnat she had 
committed willful and corrupt, mis¬ 
conduct in office. 

In the afternoon the board of

The house today passed the sen¬ 
ate-approved bill repealing the 
complusory cotton, potato and to¬ 
bacco control acts.

The house added an amendment 
to release from tax payments 
some 250,000 bales of cotton on 
which taxes were levied under the 
Bankhead act at time of ginning, 
but not paid while the cotton has 
been held for marketing by farm¬ 
ers. 

The amendment was by Repre¬ 
sentative Fulmer (D„ S. C. I 

The vote on repealing the farm 
statutes was 167 to 5. Republi¬ 
cans insisted there should be a 
roll call. 

The repeal action was suggested 
by President Roosevelt in the light 
of the supreme court's invalidation 
of AAA. 

The five voting against were 
Representatives Monagham (D., 
Mon.), Marcantonio (R., N.Y.), and 
three Wisconsin Progressives, 
Amiie, Gehrmann and Withrow. 


Low Temperatures 

Forty-degree temperature drops 
were common as the bitter cold 
moved over the Midwest toward 
the Atlantic. The zero line ex¬ 
tended from the Dakotas into Ohio 
and south to Missouri.

Southern floods were dried up 
by the freezing onslaught which 
blanketed the gulf coast and 
northern Florida.

ceived. Unless in case of serious 
illness, we have no means of car¬ 
ing for them except temporarily.” 

However, Mr. Halloran pointed 
out, there are only 35 so-called 
transient families in this county, 
and they are being returned to 
their homes at the rate of two or 
three a week.

When he opens his lips to speak 
people listen. He rarely becomes 
excited. He depends upon his 
words and their delivery, to create 
the effect he desires. There are 
few gestures. For emphasis he 
will drop an arm or toss his 
leonine head. 

I/cd Fight on League 

Borah dropped a profitable law 
practice in the booming mining 
days of Idaho to take up a po¬ 
litical life. In his home state he 
has never been seriously menaced 
politically. 

He led an attack on the League 
of Nations in 1919 and subsequent 
years that defeated efforts to take 
the United States into it. This is 
the accomplishment of which he is 
most proud. 

Flexible Upper Lip 

Five feet, nine inches tall, Borah 
gives the appearance before an 
audience of considerably greater 
height, possibly because of his 
billowy long gray-black hair. 

Blue-gray eyes gleam out from 
under bushy eyebrows while his 
cleft chin is almost shaded by an 
upper lip which comes into dra¬ 
matic play with his almost every 
word. It is from the left side of 
that lip that ne drops those one- 
sentence quips which often punctu¬ 
ate his speech. 

Borah is 70 years old. For exer¬ 
cise he rides a horse, and walks 
about his home or in nearby Rock 
Creek park, sometimes late at 
night.

5. A declaration against the 
levy of any additional taxes at 
this time. 

6. A request that the governor 
and the legislature ask congress 
and the national security board to 
amend the national security act 
so that individual residence re¬ 
quirements of the states upon ap¬ 
plications for old age security 
benefits will prevail. 

7. Discontinuance of the SRA 
and assignments of direct relief 
administration to the state board 
of social welfare tp eliminate du¬ 
plication costs. 

The vote upon all issues was 
unanimous except when Governor 
Merriam presiding over the con¬ 
ference, called for an expression 
on retention of the income tax. 
Scattered “noes” resounded over 
the assembly chambers, scene of 
the meeting. 

A significant development came 
a few moments before adjourn¬ 
ment when the conference direct¬ 
ed that the interim committee 
give ‘‘immediate attention” to the 
question of state issuance of war¬ 
rants. 

Differences Hinted 

Privately it was learned that 
the conflicting estimates of the 
governor and Controller Ray L. 
Riley on the prospective deficit 
for the 1935-37 biennium had cre¬ 
ated doubt upon the future posi¬ 
tion of state finances. 

The governor said the deficit 
may fall to $20,000,000 but Riley 
still hung to a previous estimate 
of $70,000,000. 

The conference called attention 
to the fact that banks which in 
the past have purchased the war¬ 
rants so the state may have cash 
to meet its obligations might feel 
unable to purchase the in the 
future “from the standpoint of 
sound banking."

That the world must return to 
j freedom of mind and ethical con¬ 
ceptions, if it is to make progress 
in civilization, was the contention 
of the scholarly Dr. Ludwig Lewi¬ 
sohn last night at the Orange 
, County Forum in the Fullerton 
Union High school auditorium. 
His topic was "The Crisis in Civil¬ 
ization.” 

“The origin of civilization was 
in the human mind." said Dr. 
Lewisohn. "And if we are facing 
a crisis in civilization today, then 
we must realize it is a crisis in 
j the human mind." 

"Tyranny and oppression in 
Germany, Russia and Italy today 
are not the result of economic 
forces," the speaker said, adding 
that they had resulted from the 
breakdown in the minds of men. 

“Back to Dark Ages" 

“The rest of the world did not 
go about killing thousands of 
countrymen, suppressing their 
right to exist or believe in per¬ 
sonal faith just because hard 
times had hit them." said Dr. 

} Lewisohn. “Those countries have 
gone hack into the night of the 
dark ages. They have returned 
to antiquity and completely re¬ 
versed civilization and the ethics 
of civilized liberty " 

There can be no freedom, the 


speaker contended, unless all men 
are free, and there can be no fre- 
dom until each man is free imagi¬ 
natively to feel sympathy for his 
brother's needs. 

“An imaginative sympathy for 
one's fellow man will not allow 
liquidation of all the pacifists, Re¬ 
publicans liboralists, Jews, clergy, 
or whatever it is you are attaek- 
ing. In Germany, for example, 
the Jews have been liquidated. In 
Russia thev have been absorbed. 
But if civilization is to survive, 
they must be allowed complete 
freedom of mind to find their own 
happiness and highest pursuits. 

“That Inner Change” 

“For no outer ehange in the 
world really affected man. Oir- 
1 cumstances and environment have 
no impression on him at all. It is 
only when an inner change occurs 
that you have a real change.” 

The only revolutionary move¬ 
ment which ever did anything to 
free mankind was brought about 
by the Man who said. “Thou shalt 
bear unto thy neighbor the same 
love as thou has for thyself," said 
Dr. Lewisohn. 

“Freedom, reason and the will 
of God must prevail to keep alive 
American civilization or revive 
that which Is perishing in the op¬ 
pressed European countries," con¬ 
cluded th» speaker.

Transient upkeep, even when pro¬ 
vided through private charities, 
missions and institutions, is a 
drain on the resources of the 
state, and thus indirectly affects 
state relief administration. 

Transients who arc “broke” and 
up against it also take jobs from 
regularly constituted citizens, as 
they often are willing to work for 
what they can get to eat. Cali¬ 
fornia and Florida are the natural 
meccas for such cases, and accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Halloran it is eminently 
unfair for this state or any other 
one state to bear the load as it 
does. 

“There is only one solution," he 
said, “although policing our state 
borders might help some. The so¬ 
lution is the establishment of a 
permanent national residence law, 
and the establishment of a federal 
fund for transient care and up¬ 
keep. Interstate commerce is a 
federal problem; interstate traffic 
in transients should be, too."

Possibility of barley production 
coming under an agricultural pro¬ 
ration, or surplus control act for 
the potection of growers of the 
grain was brought a step nearer 
today with the release of first fig¬ 
ures compiled by the AAA in an 
effort to outline a program. 

The program, if ami when ef¬ 
fected, will be of considerable ef¬ 
fect in Orange county, where 24,- 
874 acres of grain and barley hay 
is under cultivation, at an annual 
yield of almost $250,000. 

Of this amount 12.628 acres are 
planted in grain barley, with an 
average yield of 4737 tons; 12.246 
acres are planted in hay barley, 
with an average yield of 12,061 
tons. 

What Studies Indicate 

Preliminary studies, according 
to George H. Wilson, chairman of 
the field crops department of the 
California Farm Bureau federa¬ 
tion, give two general indications: 
first, that the price of barley is 
affected strongly by the price of 
corn; and second, that the domes¬ 
tic price of barley is greatly con¬ 
tingent on the amount of malting 
barley exported. 

In other words. Mr Wilson said, 
any program designed to help corn 
production, one of which is under 
consideration, would be bound to 
help harley production in a like 
manner. 

Users of feed barley, Mr Wilson 
said, would be apt to substitute 
other grains if an attempt were 
made to Increase the price of feed 
barley. 

May Increase Exports 

"With this situation in mind," 
he said, "the investigating board 
feels there is a possibility of in¬ 
creasing the exports of malting 
barley under section 32 of the 
AAA. 

"In past years California barley 
has been principally exported to 
Great Britain where it is used al¬ 
most entirely for malting pur¬ 
poses. We have been advised by 
the state department that any ef¬ 
forts to increase the exports of 
malting barley to Great Britain by 
the payment of benefits or in¬ 
demnities for losses incurred in 
connection with such exports might 
meet with considerable difficulty, 
due to an agreement among Brit¬ 
ish brewers to use the largest 
possible amount of home - grown 
barley, on the condition that the 
government would not impose ex¬ 
cise taxes on beer." 

Peak in August 

The peak of exports occurs dur¬ 
ing August, according to E. Clem¬ 
ens Horst company, San Fran¬ 
cisco, with very little malting bar¬ 
ley remaining on hand during De¬ 
cember. 

While the attempts to work out 
the program are proceeding as 
rapidly as possible, it was stated, 
the completion of the program will 
hinge on the reconciliation of the 
essential differences in the mar¬ 
keting problems of malting bar¬ 
ley as opposed to feed barley. 

The next report is expected to 
deal with feed barley, it was said. 
The report was made today through 
Alex Johnson, secretary of the 
California Farm Bureau federa¬ 
tion.

Although the passage of the | 
bonus may have rescued congres¬ 
sional candidates from a distress¬ 
ing political situation, it has laid a 
heavy burden on the treasury, 
which must find means of footing 
the bill.

Either method in¬ 
volves unpleasant consequences. 

With a budget dificit of four¬ 
teen billion already existing, the 
addition of two billion to that 
deficit might seriously impair the 
national credit, might be the straw 
which breaks the camel's back. On 
the other hand, new taxes, al¬ 
though the safe method of meet¬ 
ing the emergency, create an addi¬ 
tional burden difficult for the 
country to carry. 

The problem, which belongs to 
congress, has been tossed gaily 
into the lap of the treasury and

D ESPERATE over crime and welfare problems result¬ 
ing from the influx of out-of-state indigents, Los 
Angeles city has resorted to sharp emergency action and 
is policing the gateways of the state in an effort to keep 
out undesirables. 

The drastic move probably soon will be prohibited by 
federal and state authorities as an unauthorized infringe¬ 
ment of individual liberty—since the city of Los Angeles 
certainly has no right to tell an American citizen not 
to cross the state line. 

But the plight which caused the Southland metropolis 
to take such a step focuses attention upon a problem 
involving all of California. 

This state has long been the winter resort of the 
nation. Rich or poor, good or bad, visitors have flocked 
in to enjoy our tropical climate while the East and Mid¬ 
west shiver under the annual blanket of ice and snow. 

During prosperous years, the state had funds to take 
care of indigents and criminals who came within its bor¬ 
ders. But as the depression deepened, local needs con¬ 
sumed what there was to give, and the problem of han¬ 
dling needy or law-breaking immigrants grew increas¬ 
ingly acute. 

The smaller cities and rural counties adopted the 
easy policy of shunting undesirables out of town. When 
these wretched human drifters finally landed in Los An¬ 
geles, they became lost in the welter of its 1,500,000 popu¬ 
lation. There they have been accumulating for three or 
four years—adding immeasurably to crime and welfare 
troubles. 

Upkeep of these unwanted out-of-state visitors finally 
has become a financial burden which is unfair to expect 
California taxpayers to bear. Deportation to the home 
states, except in a few instances, is impossible. 

Small wonder then that Los Angeles city officials 
bethought themselves of prevention. “Prevent the arrival 
of more undesirables within the state, and we will find 
a way to absorb or deal with those already here,” the 
authorities reasoned. 

As a result, the startling blockade of state borders 
by armed Los Angeles police went into effect yesterday— 
to last, no doubt, until forbidden hy federal or state writ. 

Every care is being taken, we understand, to distin¬ 
guish between crooked, shiftless visitors and honest, good 
citizens who are merely out of work or funds. 

Worth-while human material should be permitted— 
yes, encouraged—to come into the state. Many a leading 
citizen who is proudly hailed on the streets today crossed 
the border without a dime in his jeans. Such men and 
women helped build California. 

Probably Los Angeles civic leaders know that their 
action is unlawful and have adopted it merely to awaken 
the rest of the state to the danger of letting California 
become a national dumping spot for criminals and vagrants. 

The border blockade, in any event, has turned the 
public eye upon a truly great problem—the problem of 
getting the best type of citizen for California and of 
keeping out the worst.

Dr. Albert Einstein, renowed 
scientist, evidently has found life 
in the United States all that he 
has expected it to be when he 
fled from Nazi terrorism of Hit¬ 
ler's Germany.

NO REST FOR WEARY 

N OTES on California’s financial situation as revealed 
at the tax conference in Sacramento— 

The state budget for the current biennium amounts 
to $426,988,713. This is 14 times as great as it was 25 
years ago and 39 times as great as it was 50 years ago. 
Of course the population is greater, too, but not that much 
greater. 

It is not merely the increase in population that has 
made taxes increase out of proportion. It is the increased 
demand for services and the increased demand on the 
state for relief. 

It isn’t just because 10 times as many children are 
going to school. That makes considerable difference, but 
the fact that they go to larger schools with more teach¬ 
ers, who get and deserve better salaries, is mainly ac¬ 
countable. 

It isn’t just because we have paved roads, but be¬ 
cause we have to patrol them and keep them repaired. 

It isn’t because the state does the things it must do, 
but because the state does so many things which a 
changed attitude of the people expects it to do. 

Not only that, but most of these greatly increased 
expenses have been voted into the constitution or the 
statute books by the people themselves—and can’t be 
removed except in the same way. 

If there is ever to be tax relief in California, three 
objectives must be attained. Citizens and state officials 
must find out how to eliminate useless services. They 
must find a way to do less expensively the things that 
are now being done by the state. And they must deter¬ 
mine the fairest way to collect the money needed to pay 
for the services. 

Until that’s done there won’t be much rest for the 
weary taxpayer.
